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Woman is injured in 
bungalow gas blast

NEIGHBOURS 
rushed to save a 
woman whose hair 
caught fire after a 
gas explosion rip¬ 
ped through her 
home. 

Susanne Youlden, of 
Laureate Gardens, 
Newmarket, was tak¬ 
en to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital with burns 
to her face and arms. 

Suffolk police said the 
explosion was being invest¬ 
igated as arson. 

Residents cared for Miss 
Youlden, 48, until ambul¬ 
ance crews arrived. 

Neighbour Pamela Harr¬ 
is was knocking on Miss 
Youlden’s door when the 
explosion, which moved 
the roof of the bungalow, 
tore through the building. 

Mrs Harris said: “Her 
mother rang me about 
6.30pm to ask if I could go 
across and see if she was 
all right. She had been 
ringing her for hours and 
hadn’t got a reply 

“I went over with the 
phone in my hand, speak¬ 
ing to her mother, and 
looked through the 
windows. 

“I had just finished 
tapping on the windows 
when it exploded and I still 
had her poor mum on the 
phone. 


“A neighbour from a 
few doors up jumped over 
the gate and went in to try 
to help her. 

“Some other neigh¬ 
bours who have done first 
aid also helped.” 

She added: “I feel quite 
lucky as I was about to go 
round the back of her 
bungalow, where the 
most damage was caused, 


when the explosion 
happened. This is a close 
neighbourhood and 
everyone rallied round.” 

Mandy Harding and 
Emma Saunders, who live 
next door to Miss Youl¬ 
den, saw “an orange flash 
and a loud bang like 
thunder and lightning 
right above our heads”. 

They looked out of a 


back window and saw 
dust swirling. 

“The lady from over the 
road asked us to call the 
ambulance and the fire 
brigade because she was 
already on the phone,” 
said Miss Saunders. 

Richard Radcliffe, 
regional director of 
Kings Forest Housing, 
which owns the bung¬ 


alow, said: “We are await¬ 
ing the outcome of an 
investigation into the 
cause. 

“Our priority is the 
safety of our tenants and 
our thoughts are with the 
tenant who was injured.” 

He said she may have to 
be rehoused due to the 
extensive damage to the 
bungalow.

THE Cambridge News 
and its charity Press Relief 
are helping a 10-year-old 
girl battling a rare blood 
disorder search for a 
compatible bone marrow 
donor. 

Emilia Hubbard has 
aplastic anaemia and 
needs weekly transfusions. 
Her immune system is so 
weak she cannot go to 
school or visit crowded 
places for fear of getting 
an infection. 

Her parents Ann and Phil, 
and sister Alice, have all 
been tested as potential 
donors but none is a 
compatible match. 

Now they are appealing for 
people to join the Anthony 
Nolan bone marrow 
register in their home 
village of Swaffham Prior 
as the search for a donor 
widens. 

Our sister paper, the 
Cambridge News, has 
designed leaflets to 
publicise the event that 
takes place from 6pm to 


8.30pm at the village hall 
on Tuesday, March 31, 
and Press Relief has 
provided the funding. 

Phil and his former Cam¬ 
bridge City team-mates 
distributed the leaflets at 
Saturday’s home game at 
Milton Road. 

He said: “We have had 
fantastic support from 
family and friends who 
have leafletted around the 
city. 

“Someone, somewhere is 
a match for Emilia - we 
just need to find them.” 
Ann said: “Phil played 
football locally for many 
years and has many 
friends through the sport. 
We are hoping some of 
them will want to register 
and see if they are a match 
for Emilia, or others like 
her.” 

The family have praised 
the care Emilia receives at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital as 
she battles with her 
condition.

Major horse park plans 
put on hold for rethink 


PLANS for a major 
horse park on the 
outskirts of New¬ 
market have been 
withdrawn to allow 
time to try to over¬ 
come objections to 
the scheme. 

The multi-million 
pound project has been at 
the centre of controversy 
over claims that it would 
attract equestrian teams 
taking part in the 
London 2012 Olympics. 

Objectors from New¬ 
market’s racehorse 
breeding and training 
industries have opposed 
the scheme, which they 
fear would bring more 
traffic to the town and

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could increase the risk of 
spreading diseases 
among the thousands of 
horses already in the 
area. 

Stetchworth, the com¬ 
pany behind Newmarket 
Equine Park, has now 
withdrawn the appli¬ 
cation for planning per¬ 
mission which it had 
submitted to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council. 

Neighbouring Forest 
Heath District Council 
has already commented 
on the scheme and has 
welcomed the horse- 
related aspects. But 


Forest Heath is opposing 
plans to include a bus¬ 
iness park and a hotel in 
the project. 

The horse park is being 
planned on 100 acres of 
land just off New¬ 
market’s “stallion” 
roundabout behind the 
Newmarket Equine Hos¬ 
pital which opened at the 
end of last year. 

Larry LeGgatt, a dir¬ 
ector of Stetchworth, 
said: “We are a local 
company run by local 
people, not a faceless 
national property devel¬ 
oper. We believe, and still 
do, that our vision for 
high quality equestrian 
facilities, a hotel and an 
equine innovation park 
will bring positive 


economic benefit. 

“But more importantly, 
it will create a greater 
diversity of employment 
for Newmarket and give 
an economic boost to the 
wider area through 
increased tourism. 

“Frankly we are 
disappointed that some 
local stakeholders feel 
unable to support the 
need for greater job 
diversity in Newmarket. 

“We will take on board 
their concerns and, 
where the issues are 
planning considerations, 
address them.” 

Susanna Sanlon, of 
Cambridge planning 
consultant Barton Will- 
more which represents 
stud farmers opposing 


the scheme said: “Obvio¬ 
usly our clients, who inst¬ 
ructed us to object to this 
application on their 
behalf, are pleased to 
learn that the applicants 
are intending to with¬ 
draw the application. 

“The proposals are 
clearly contrary to 
adopted planning policy 

“Our clients have been 
concerned that the prop¬ 
osals presented signifi¬ 
cant risks to the highly 
specialised horseracing 
and breeding industry of 
Newmarket, and if allow¬ 
ed, would have under¬ 
mined the entire 
industry 

“As such, we welcome 
the withdrawal of the 
application.”

Horsewoman is seriously 
injured in fall on gallops 



A PROMISING young 
horsewoman was ser¬ 
iously hurt in a fall while 
exercising a horse in 
Newmarket. 

Rosie Chinery, 18, pic¬ 
tured left, was left in a coma 
in Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
following the accident last 
Wednesday in which she is 
believed to have broken her 
neck. 

The horse she was riding 
collapsed and she was cata¬ 
pulted onto the ground in a 
similar accident to one 
which left top jockey Hayley 
Turner with serious in- 
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juries 10 days ago. 

Ms Turner has since left 
hospital and is expected to 
be fit to resume riding in 
time for the start of the flat 
race season later this month 
or early in April. 

Ms Chinery, from Great 
Yeldham, Essex, is a prom¬ 
ising point-to-point jockey 
and won her first race at 
Horseheath point-to-point 
two years ago. 

She is also a three-day 


event rider and has been 
selected to join the England 
Under-21 squad in training 
which could lead to a place 
at the London Olympics. 

Her grandfather, Aubrey 
Chinery, said: “She was on 
someone else’s horse, but 
she had ridden it in point-to- 
point before. The horse 
either had a heart attack or 
collapsed and more or less 
stopped dead and catapulted 
her off. 

“We think the horse rolled 
completely over her.” 

Mr Chinery, 73, said his 
granddaughter was exer¬ 
cising the horse on New¬ 


market’s Links gallops 
which are designed for 
jumping training. 

He said she had suffered a 
head injury as well as a 
broken neck. 

“It was touch and go at 
first whether she would 
survive but she has been 
able to move her arms and 
legs although she is still in 
intensive care.” 

The East Anglian Air 
Ambulance helicopter was 
called to the incident but Ms 
Chinery was taken to 
hospital by road ambulance.

“I’ve had great support from 
the people of Newmarket,” 
said Mrs Fraser, who 
worked at the shop for more 
than 17 years. 


Hospital meals ‘are most 
expensive in the country’ 


CAMBRIDGE BED CENTRE 


HOSPITAL patients at 
Newmarket have more spent 
on their meals than at any 
other hospital in the country, 
according to a new report. 

Figures from the NHS 
Information Centre show 
that £44.60 a day was spent 
on food for each patient at 
the hospital compared with 
just £1 at Sefton Health Park, 
Liverpool. 

But there was no explan¬ 
ation from NHS Suffolk for 
the high cost of meals for 
patients at Newmarket 
Hospital. 

A spokeswoman for NHS 
Suffolk, the primary care 
trust responsible for New¬ 
market Hospital, said the 
figures on which the report 


was based were “historic”. 

She said: “Providing 
patients with good-quality, 
nutritious food is extremely 
important as the right diet 
can play a key role in helping 
people to recover from 
illness. 

“We make sure that we 
provide a good choice of 
foods for all of our patients, 
and that those on special 
diets such as low-fat, low- 
potassium or wheat-free 
diets, are well catered for.” 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
spent £6.50 per patient per 
day, Hinchingbrooke spent 
£6.11 and Pap worth Hospital 
spent £3.95, according to the 
figures.

‘Scandalous’ rise in soft drink costs 


COUNCIL plans to increase the 
price of bottled water at a 
weddings and meetings venue 
by more than double have been 
condemned as “scandalous”. 

Forest Heath District Council 
is upping the prices it charges 
for the hire of Palace House in 
Newmarket as well as raising 
the cost of soft drinks. Mineral 
water is going up from £1.20 to 
£2.50, tea and coffee from £1.50 
to £2 a cup and fruit juice from 
£2 to £3.50. 

Simon Batey, the council’s 
man in charge of hiring out 
rooms at Palace House, said the 


above-inflation charges were 
needed to bring prices in line 
with hotels and other venues. 
Any increase in income will 
also help to fund the salary of a 
newly-appointed events man¬ 
ager. 

Liberal Democrat councillor 
Tim Huggan suggested that the 
price increases for “sundries” 
such as water and other drinks 
should be held at current levels 
“given the constrained fin¬ 
ancial circumstances people 
find themselves in.” 

Conservative Cllr Bill Bishop 
said: “We set the council tax 


increase at 3.5 per cent, but I 
see these charges are mostly 
going up by 4, 5 and 6 per cent 
and the charge for water is 
scandalous.” 

“If we have a new events 
manager let her bring in more 
money by having more events.” 

But Mr Batey said turnover 
at Palace House, which also 
houses the tourist information 
centre, had risen from £12,000 
to more than £50,000. 

He said the increased charges 
were in line with those made by 
hotels and other venues.

T\vo freed on bail 

TWO men arrested after a Range 
Rover crashed into a paddock and 
overturned have been released on 
bail.

Taps run dry 

HUNDREDS of homes in the New¬ 
market and Burwell areas were left

BIG balls on a new round¬ 
about have caused contro¬ 
versy 

The 12 concrete balls have been 
installed at Newmarket’s 
Clocktower junction as work 
nears completion on a £600,000 
revamp which started in January 

The balls, imported from 
China and believed to have cost 
£1,000 each, have drawn criticism 
and disappointment. 

One resident, Keith Paterson, 
of Norfolk Avenue, Newmarket, 
said he was hoping that the new 
roundabout would be planted 
with shrubs and flowers like the 
roundabouts in nearby Bury St 
Edmunds. 

He said, in a letter to the 
Weekly News : “But what have we 
got? Big balls. 

“I bet they cost a lot and are 
decidedly ugly compared with 
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the Fordham Road flower beds.” 

Mark Tompkins, chairman of 
Newmarket Trainers Federation, 
said: “These balls are more like 
something you would see inside a 
modern shopping centre - not in 
the historic home of horseracing. 

“I thought we could have had 
something like a bronze statue of 
Fred Archer [a top jockey of the 
Victorian era who has a nearby 
road named after him]. We have 
got the rearing horse at the other 
end of the town. 

“The whole roundabout 
scheme is a complete disaster. 
People will be turning round and 
going home when they get there.” 

He said hold-ups at the 
roundabout increased the danger 
for horses crossing the nearby 


Bury Road because frustrated 
drivers were tempted to “put 
their foot down.” 

He added: “It’s absolutely 
bonkers.” 

The junction will be closed to 
traffic every evening this week 
while road resurfacing takes 
place. 

The controversial scheme has 
faced opposition since it was first 
proposed. But Suffolk County 
Council roads experts argue it is 
necessary to cut accidents 
resulting in injuries at or near 
the old mini-roundabout 
junction.

There will be no more concessions 


Sir, Those residents in Malcolm 
Way who are objecting to the 
construction of stables on 
Kremlin Stud sought in last 
week’s paper to represent 
themselves as acting 
reasonably. They are not. The 
facts are as follows: 

1. The objectors live at the 
closest approximately 40 metres 
from the nearest point of the 
proposed stables and as far 
away as 84 metres. These are 
already substantial distances 
probably equal to about half the 
width of the Severals! 

2. These distances are far and 
away more than is reasonable. 
They represent a considerable 
compromise from the applicant. 
It is unreasonable of them to 
seek to achieve more. They will 
be offered no more 
concessions. 

3. The objectors complain that 
stables will cause them to suffer 


noise and light pollution as well 
as bad odours and vermin. A 
number of residents in Malcolm 
Way who live closer, and in 
some case immediately 
adjacent, to the proposed and 
existing stables say that they 
suffer no such ill effects. They 
accuse the objectors of scare- 
mongering. 

4. A planning consent already 
achieved at appeal permits 
construction of a new stable 
yard which in some cases is 
closer to certain residents of 
Malcolm Way. 

5. If the applicant were to 
concede to the objectors, which 
he will not do, the following 
would be the consequences: 

(a) The working conditions for 
stable staff would be worsened 
by the fact that the stables 
would be grouped in a less 
compact and convenient form. 


(b) The semi rural landscape of 
the open paddocks would be 
unnecessarily compromised for 
no advantage to the racing 
industry. The interests of the 
racing and breeding industry are 
paramount in Newmarket. 

(c) A dangerous precedent 
would be set whereby the 
existence of existing and future 
stables and stable development 
would be threatened where 
residents existing and future 
were located within, as in this 
case 84 metres of that stable. 

In summary, the racing industry 
employs some 6,000 people in 
Newmarket. At least that 
number, and probably double 
that amount, rely on it indirectly 
for their livelihood. It is already 
struggling to survive without its 
presence being further 
undermined by a small minority 
of residents. 

If such people do not like the 


smell and sounds of horses, 
even from a distance of 84 
metres, then perhaps they 
should consider moving 
elsewhere. I suggest Luton. 

As for Forest Heath District 
Council Planning Committee 
members, they should stop 
being cowed by the loud 
shouting minority and properly 
discharge their legal obligation 
to grant consent to applications 
which are fully in accordance 
with their own local plan. 

It is about time they realised that 
above a legal obligation they 
have a duty of care to 
Newmarket and the racing 
industry without which 
Newmarket would merely be a 
satellite suburb of Cambridge.

The council believes 
that exhaust emissions 
from traffic are the main 
cause of the raised levels 
of nitrogen dioxide 
which can give people 
breathing problems. 

Cllr Tony Simmons, 
member champion for 
the environment, said: 
“We intend to manage the

level of nitrogen dioxide 
in Newmarket so it does 
not become a major 
problem. 

“Forest Heath District 
Council has acted quickly 
and once we have all the 
information from our 
investigation we can 
work on practical solu¬ 
tions to resolve the issue. 

“Officers of the council 
will be advising and 
supporting residents 
living in the area of con¬ 
cern.” 

The council will be 
talking with neighbour¬ 
ing local authorities, 
health professionals and 
environmental groups, 
some of whom may 
contribute to a group 
likely to be set up to 
tackle the problem. 

The council is set to 
spend up to £40,000 on 
cutting pollution with 
between £35,000 and 
£37,000 going towards the 
cost of specialist con¬ 
tractors.

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Man must do 
unpaid work 
after assaults 

A MAN has been ordered to carry out 
unpaid community work after he was 
convicted of assaulting two girls on the 
same night. 

Terence Murray who is taking medi¬ 
cation for schizophrenia, grabbed a 13- 
year-old’s wrist after staring at her on a 
bus journey He later touched a 14-year- 
old girl’s arm and asked her name, 
magistrates heard. 

Murray, 40, of St James flats, Icewell 
Hill, Newmarket, appeared in court at 
Bury St Edmunds for sentence on two 
charges of assault. He had previously 
denied the charges but was convicted 
after a trial. 

He was ordered to carry out 120 hours 
community work and pay compensation 
of £100 to each girl for “emotional 
distress”. In addition he was told to pay 
£450 prosecution costs. 

Nikki Miller, prosecuting, said the 13- 
year-old’s father followed the bus into 
Newmarket after she told him what 
happened on the night of October 7. 

Mrs Miller said Murray grabbed the 
girl’s wrist as she was getting off the bus 
and said: “See you later gorgeous.” 

The girl’s father caught up with the bus 
when it arrived in Newmarket and 
followed Murray after he got off. He saw 
him run his hand down another girl’s 
arm as she was outside Ladbroke’s 
betting shop in the Guineas Centre. 

The girl approached two police officers 
and told them what had happened. The 
first girl’s father also spoke to the police 
and Murray was later arrested. 

Jeremy Kendall, in mitigation, said 
Murray was being helped by the outreach 
mental health team.

PLANS for a legal 
challenge over prop¬ 
osed school closures 
have been dropped by 
councillors less than a 
month after they vot¬ 
ed to go ahead. 

Forest Heath District 
Council made the U-turn 
after being told that a 
judicial review could only 
delay the closure of 
middle schools and would 
not make Suffolk County 
Council change its dec¬ 
ision to adopt a two-tier 
education system. 

Last month, the district 
council voted by a maj¬ 
ority to go ahead with the 
legal challenge over the 
“flawed” consultation 
process carried out by the 
county council before it 
decided to close five midd¬ 
le schools - two each in 
Newmarket and Milden¬ 
hall and one in Brandon. 

At that meeting coun¬ 
cillors agreed to debate 
the issue in public. But 
the decision to drop the 
challenge was taken in a

secret session after the 
press and public had been 
excluded. 

Afterwards, a council 
spokeswoman confirmed 
14 councillors voted to 
drop the challenge and 
nine wanted to continue 
with the action which a 
barrister had indicated 
had a “55 per cent” chance 
of succeeding. 

The cost, which could 
have been around £25,000, 
is also understood to have 
been a factor in the dec¬ 
ision. 

After the meeting Cllr 
Bill Bishop, a former 
district council chairman 
who has campaigned to 
save the middle school in 


Brandon, said he was dis¬ 
appointed that the chall¬ 
enge was not going ahead. 

His stance has put him 
at odds with other mem¬ 
bers of the council’s Con¬ 
servative majority who 
voted to drop the 
challenge. He said: “I’ve 
been in politics for God 
knows how long and this 
is the most desperate fight 
I’ve ever had.” 

Liberal Democrats on 
the council were among 
those in favour of con¬ 
tinuing the challenge. Cllr 
Tim Huggan said: “The 
Conservatives failed to 
turn words into actions 
for purely election rea¬ 
sons - with the county 
council elections later this 
year. People are going to 
be furious.” 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, 
the Conservative council 
leader, said: “This was not 
about two or three tier 
school systems. That has 
been decided by others 
elsewhere. The mature 
decision was made to 
accept the outcome of the 
review, albeit reluctantly, 
and lend our support to 
the schools and teachers 
who must make it work.”

Sorting office hours cuts 
plan faces opposition 


VILLAGE posties are set to 
be withdrawn and opening 
hours cut at counters 
where undelivered mail 
can be collected, a union 
has claimed. 

The Communication Workers 
Union (CWU) is opposing cost¬ 
cutting moves by Royal Mail to 
close the caller offices in New¬ 
market and Haverhill, where 
people can collect undelivered 
items, at 2pm each day - three 
hours earlier than at present. 

The union is also opposing 
plans to shut the sorting office 
in the village of Moulton, just 
outside Newmarket, and 
transfer the two postwomen 
who cover the village to 
Newmarket rounds. 

The caller office changes 
could take effect by Monday, 
March 30, according to the 
CWU. 

Steve Butts, union 
spokesman, said: “This plan 
doesn’t make any common 


sense. The customers that need 
to visit the callers’ office, are 
there mainly to collect postal 
packets. 

He said a 2007 survey showed 
that the offices in both towns 
had between 50 and 60 visitors 
during the period from 2pm to 
5pm. 

The union is arguing that 
offices should be open longer 
and maybe even open seven 
days a week. 

On the Moulton issue, Mr 
Butts said it would mean later 
deliveries for the village if, as 
planned, deliveries were made 
by one person in a van from the 
Newmarket sorting office. 

He said: “It will remove a 
fundamental element of the 
village community. Our 
members who live in the village 
take enormous pride in the 
postal service they provide to 
the village. The post ladies have 
even proposed to take a pay cut 
so they can remain in their 
community. 


“Unfortunately Royal Mail 
managers have rejected this 
offer. The union now intends to 
support them by running a 
campaign, in which we will ask 
the village residents to show 
their support for them.” 

A Royal Mail spokeswoman 
said talks were still being held 
about the proposals. 

But she said that “significant 
changes” were needed to 
improve efficiency and cut 
costs. 

“We always consult with our 
staff and the postal workers 
union before making a 
decision. All of our people in 
Moulton are being offered 
compensation for the relocation 
to Newmarket four-miles away 
as well as substantive jobs,” she 
said. 

On the issue of the callers’ 
office she said that it was 
becoming “increasingly un¬ 
necessary” for people to visit in 
person because redelivery of 
mail could be arranged online.

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EU move may put 
lives at risk - MP

EUROPEAN Union red 
tape to limit employee 
working hours will hit 
retained firefighters and 
put lives at risk, an MP 
has warned. 

Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, has hit out at 
a decision by the European 
Parliament to block Britain’s 
opt-out on EU rules on working 
hours. 

He believes the rules en¬ 
suring employees work no 
more than 48 hours a week will 
have a devastating impact on 
retained firefighters, who 
double up their fire work with 
other jobs. 

With “on-call” time - both 
active and inactive - counted as 
working time, Mr Paice be¬ 
lieves it will become impossible 
for firefighters to supplement 
their primary occupation in 
paid service to their com¬ 
munities. 

He says the new rules will 
lead to cuts in Cambridge¬ 
shire’s fire services and put 
lives at risk, particularly in 
rural areas that depend on the

retained fire service officers. 

Mr Paice said: “Retained fire¬ 
fighters do a superb service to 
our community, helping tackle 
fires, floods and road accidents 
and so I am deeply concerned 
by the European Parliament’s 
plan to scrap the UK’s opt-out 
to the Working Time Directive. 

“Scrapping the opt-out is bad 
for public health and safety 


because it threatens to curtail 
the valuable service volunteer 
firefighters provide to Ely, 
Soham, Burwell, Swaffham 
Bulbeck, and many other 
communities around the 
country. 

“It is also bad for the British 
economy because it will have a 
serious effect on the flexibility 
of our labour market and the 
competitiveness of British 
business. 

“While I believe whole¬ 
heartedly in looking after the 
rights and wellbeing of work¬ 
ers, I also feel it should be up to 
the individual concerned 
whether or not to volunteer as 
a firefighter. 

“Many people become re¬ 
tained firefighters to support 
their community, - they do not 
view their responsibilities as a 
tiresome burden. 

“Appropriate management in 
the fire service has made sure 
retained firefighters do not 
work excessive hours with any 
negative impact on their 
health, safety and welfare.” 

Cambridgeshire chief fire 
officer Graham Stagg has also 
hit out at the new rules, which 
are set to be rubber-stamped by 
the European Commission.

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Alert goes out as infectious 
disease confirmed in horse 


Van in fuel theft

RACEHORSE trainers are 
on alert after a highly in¬ 
fectious disease was 
confirmed in a horse at 
one of Newmarket’s 
stables. 

The horse, at trainer William 
Jarvis’s stables in Fordham 
Road, has strangles - a 
disease which can restrict 
animals’ airways and can 
prove fatal. 

The outbreak has come just 
days before the start of the 
flat racing season and a 


month before the start of 
racing at Newmarket. 

The horse has been isolated 
and measures have been 
introduced to reduce the risk 
of spreading the disease. 

Mr Jarvis was not available for 
comment, but Mark 
Tompkins, chairman of the 
Newmarket Trainers’ 
Federation, said: “He has 
done everything right by 
letting everyone know about it 
as early as possible. He has 
been absolutely brilliant. 

“The vets are on top of it. 


Let’s hope it can be contained 
to just the one horse. 

“His string of horse are being 
tested and swabbed con¬ 
stantly and he will exercise his 
horses in the afternoon when 
no-one else is on the heath.” 
Experts from the Animal 
Health Trust, based just 
outside Newmarket, are also 
monitoring the situation 
alongside Mr Jarvis’s own 
vets. 

Tim Morris, British 
Horseracing Authority equine 
science and welfare director, 


confirmed the outbreak was 
currently limited to a single 
horse. He said no restrictions 
were being imposed on Mr 
Jarvis’s horses because he 
had shown a responsible 
attitude by reporting the 
sickness. 

The last strangles scare in 
racing was five years ago 
when an outbreak was con¬ 
firmed near Epsom about 10 
days before the Derby. The 
race went ahead as planned 
after precautions were put in 
place.

Blood runs in family 
four singing sisters

SHE may have played Mrs 
Johnstone in Willy Russell’s 
much-loved musical Blood 
Brothers many times over 
the years, but Maureen 
Nolan admits she still cries 
at the end of every 
performance. 

The musical took to the stage at 
the Cambridge Corn Exchange 
this week, and as the star of the 
show Nolan explains just how 
exhausting eight shows a week 
can be. 

“Every night I get into it and every 
night I cry,” she says. “It’s quite 
draining, especially for the two 
boys who play my sons and for 
myself. 

“You get drawn into it because 
everyone is just fabulous - the 
cast is great and we’re having a 
great time.” 

Once a member of sibling girl- 
group The Nolan Sisters, who had 
hits back in the 1980s including 
I’m in the Mood for Dancing and 
Attention To Me, she now directs 
her talents towards the stage. 
Nolan plays the working-class 
Mrs Johnstone, a struggling 
mother-of-seven who becomes 
pregnant with twins. Left 
husband-less and with little 
money she gives away one of the

twins to her female employer. 

In a story of nature versus nurture, 
love and tragedy, the twins grow 
up on opposite sides of the track 
and become reunited, with 
disastrous consequences. 

Nolan previously played the role in 
London’s West End between 2005 
and 2007 and came back to her 
beloved part for the 2009 tour. 

“I still so enjoy playing the role and 
being on tour is completely 
different, I’m really enjoying it. The 
audiences are much more 
enthusiastic than they are in the 
West End,” she explains. 


“Before I originally got the part I 
had seen the play 17 times -1 did 
have to apologise for being a 
stalker. I just don’t think there’s a 
better part for a woman of my 
age, I don’t think there ever will 
be. It’s just got everything - great 
songs, comedy, and tragedy. 

“Willy Russell’s writing is just 
brilliant. It touches somebody in 
some way and each part of the 
play has got something for 
everyone.” 

She isn’t the first of the Nolan clan 
to take up the part - amazingly a 
total of four Nolan sisters have 
played the character of Mrs 
Johnstone on stage. 

“We’re in the Guinness Book of 
World Records for ‘four siblings 
playing the same part on stage in 
the West End’ - or something like 
that,” she laughs. 

“Bernie played the role first. She 
paved the way for the rest of us 
by diverting to acting, which made 
us think that if Bernie can do it, 
then we can. 

“There’s probably a friendly rivalry 
between us but if one of us is 
working and we get offered 
something and can’t do it, we say 
‘Well I have three other sisters’, so 
we pass it on.”

Its first take on hybrid 
technology, the Insight, seemed like 
a bit of a curio at the time, but the 
Civic Hybrid is now part of a two- 
car line up that embraces hybrid 
technology to deliver better 
economy and lower emissions - just 
when thecar-buying masses are 
keen to take the plunge. 

The important point is that you, 
as the consumer, want the clever 
technology of a hybrid system but 
you also want it to be as much like 
your old car as possible: the idea of 
trailing a long extension lead from 
the driveway to your house is not 
what most people would call 
progress. But every Honda feels 
like it’s been designed by people 
who actually live with cars rather 
than design them while sitting in 
front of a computer screen, so 
there’s no need to read the manual 
before driving the Civic Hybrid. 


If the pictures haven’t told you so 
already, this looks quite different to 
the regular Civic. The Hybrid is 
based on the Civic saloon, not sold 
in Europe, and it has a subtler 
look.The attractive alloy wheels 
and smooth bumpers give it the feel 
of something a little futuristic. 

The heart of the matter is the 
combination of the petrol engine 
and electric motor - dubbed 
“Integrated Motor Assist” in 
Honda-speak - with the basic 
principle being that the electric 
motor is there to help out the 
smaller-than-usual petrol engine 
when required. It’s easy to use, too 
- simply get in, start up, and drive 
off as with any other car. Demand 
full acceleration and the electric 
motors combines its efforts with 
that of the petrol engine for 
maximum acceleration - a decent 0- 
62mph of 12.1 seconds - while the 
CVT automatic gearbox seamlessly 
delivers the power to the wheels. If 
you’ve not tried a CVT trans¬ 
mission before, the constant engine 
note under acceleration might 
seem a little odd, but it just means 
that the gearbox is holding the 
engine at its most efficient point, 
which is good news for everyone. 


But to get the best 
from the Civic 
Hybrid you need to 
drive it with a little 
care and restraint. 

Do so and you, and 
the environment, 
get the full benefit. 

At a steady cruise, 
or under low load 
conditions, the Civic 
Hybrid will shut 
down its petrol 
engine altogether. 

There’s a simple dis¬ 
play in the instrument panel to lets 
you know what the battery is up to 
and how well charged it is. Lift off 
the accelerator or brake and the 
battery is charged by the electric 
motor running as a generator, 
changing the unwanted motion 
back into power. Pretty soon the 
desire to see the battery fully 
charged becomes your sole aim - 
good for your state of mind and 
what’s coming out of the exhaust. 

It’s hard not to become more 
relaxed. When your driving style is 
about thrift, efficiency and smooth¬ 
ness, you’re instantly separated 
from the mad-dash rat race that’s 
going on around you. 


The Hybrid’s cabin helps this too: 
it has a simple design, is not short 
on kit, and the uncluttered look is 
in keeping with the Hybrid’s 
relaxed approach. 

Should you wish to press on then 
the acceleration is there, and the 
Hybrid will happily press on if the 
mood takes you. The steering has 
the same pleasing consistency and 
well-oiled smoothness that you get 
in every Honda, though the 
transmission is better at smoothing 
your progress than it is at firing 
you down the road. 

Basically... 

There’s a great deal of satisfaction 
to be had here.
